I ngersoll learned his trade in 
Pennsylvania considerable over sixty 
years ago and worked in Chicago in 
1849, pulling a hand press in that city 
before Chicago ever saw a power press.

Another of his experiences in what 
would now be known as the strenuous 
life, was working in the office of an 
abolition paper in Lexington, Ky., “ be­ 
fore the wah.”

Mankato Junction furnishes an exam­ 
ple of what can be accomplished in 
making good roads with the use of the 
split log drag. 
This stretch of road 
was recently pronounced by Mr. G. W. 
Coo’ey as being a “ perfect earth road." 
It has not always been in its present 
excellent condition, however, but has 
been so by the persistent efforts of Mr. 
Gilbert Flether. 
About a year ago that 
gentleman was on a visit to Mr. G. M. 
Palm er’s office, picked up one of the 
circulars gotten out by the Daily Re­ 
view, giving instructions as to the mak­ 
ing and operating of the King road 
drag. 
He took it home and within a 
day or so had made one of the drags, 
using a split log and some old lumber 
he picked up about, the place. 
He pro­ 
cured an old road scraper blade for 
which he paid 40 cents, and attached it 
to the front half of the log, and his en­ 
tire expense aside from his time, in get­ 
ting the implement ready for business 
was less than $1. 
He then began a 
systematic use of the machine on the 
road, beginning at the city limits and 
! covering a stretch of about half a mile, 
with the result that he has made the 
road in that distance worthy the high 
compliment paid it by Mr. Cooley. Mr. 
Fletcher’s work on this road is entirely 
voluntary, was undertaken and has 
been kept up purely out of public spirit 
and pride. 
In speaking the m atter to a Review- 
representative Saturday evening, 
Mr. 
Fletcher said that he was only too glad 
to render this slight service to the pub­ 
lic. 
“ I consider,” he continued, “ that a 
good road to and in front of a farm 
adds from $10 up to its value per 
acre.” 
We were shown his drag, which he 
reconstructed

the ideas his experience in operating it 
suggested. 
He works it with three 
horses and a driver besides himself, 
both riding on the drag, one changing 
position as need to take off elevated 
portions or fill up depressions in the 
road.

Rockefeller Into court, are not su r­ 
prised at the determination he has 
shown to get tile roek I lotto rn facts in 
connection with the case of the S tand­ 
ard Oil Company of Indiana. 
Judge 
Landis has l>e«*n a fo rcefu l character 
wherever he has been placed, says a 
Chicago dispatch to the New York Her 
ald. 
Directness 
and 
thoroughness 
won 
him the esteem of the foreign diplo­ 
mats a t Washington ami of the Amer­ 
ican statesmen and politicians, as well 
when he served as private secretary to 
Waiter Q. Gresham, secretary of state 
in the cabinet of President Cleveland. 
It is related ttiat upon one occasion 
Mr. Landis, acting for Mr. Gresham, 
clashed with the wishes of Mr. Cleve­ 
land and the president sought his re­ 
moval. 
But so attached had Secretary 
Gresham become to the young man 
that h*1 stood up loyally for his subor­ 
dinate. ami when Mr. Cleveland found 
that to take Landis* scalp he would 
have to take G re sh a m ’s also he ac­ 
quiesced In the situation. Later Landis 
and the [(resident became strongly at- 
taehed to each other, an d when they 
parted Mr. Cleveland assured Landis 
he could have a high diplomatic post. 
The Venezuelan ministry was open at 
the time, but Landis declined to ac­ 
cept any office, saying he wished to 
come to Chicago and practice law-, 
“ Every day I put it off will be a day 
lost,” he told President Cleveland. He 
came to Chicago, and every post he 
passed became a winning one until be 
was elevated to the post of United 
States district Judge for the northern 
district of Illinois in lf*)5. 
A man of striking features is Judge 
Landis, whose tangled iron gray hair 
gives him the appearance of a man 
much older, for the Judge 13 not quite 
forty-one. 
Ile was born In Millville, 
<>., Nov. 20, I*00, ami Is the sixth child 
of Dr. Abraham II. Landis, who d u r­ 
ing the civ#: w ar was a surgeon in the 
Thirty-fifth Ohio regiment. 
It is to 
the fact that his fa th e r was badly 
wounded at file battle of Kenesaw 
Mountain that the Judge owes his pe­ 
culiar baptismal names. 
At the age of seven he went with his 
parents to Logansport, Iud., where lie 
attended public school. 
As a boy he 
carried papers. 
Then he became a re­ 
porter on the Logansport Journal. He 
studied stenography, aud from 1883 to 
1880 was official stenographer of the 
circuit court of Lake county. Ind. 
Com­ 
ing to .Chicago, he entered the Union 
College */f Law, from which he g ra d u ­ 
ated lu 1890. 
Ile was admitted to the 
bur. and at the time when Secretary 
Gresham chose him for his private sec­ 
retary and confidant he was one of the 
Instructors in the Northwestern Uni­ 
versity Law school. 
While in Washington Landis gained 
most valuable knowledge of men and 
things, which proved helpful to him in 
later years. 
He came to know Mr. 
Gresham so well that he divined intui­ 
tively the famous Kentuckian’s every 
wish, and Landis often assumed great 
responsibilities in the absence of bls 
superior, invariably to be backed up in 
what he did by the secretary of state, 
who had implicit confidence in him.

On first

diplomatic life, but before he left was

"I w an t Mr, Rockefeller here to find 
out from him, if possible, th a t thing 
and others he may be able to tell. 
If 
the witnesses see tit not to a n sw e r my 
questions, they will ^>e given all the 
chance they want to refuse in open 
court. 
These subpoenas will be served. 
I shall not Interfere with the service 
on any of them.” 
Simple English, short words, straight 
from the shoulder Anglo-Saxon! 
And 
to a remark of Mr. Miller which np 
proached dangerously to contempt of 
court, to the effect til At the issuing of 
subpoenas for Mr. Rockefeller and Mr 
Rogers bordered on "mere sensation­ 
alism an y wa j*" on the [tart of the dis­ 
trict attorney's office. Judge Landis re­ 
torted : 
“ I alone am responsible for this ac­ 
tion. 
I w ant the information I have 
asked for, and I Intend to have It. 
It 
should have l>een forthcoming before 
this time without all this trouble." 
Such a m an Is Judge Landis, and It 
may be that the American people will 
hear and see more of this man. 
At 
any rate, the great mass of the A m er­ 
ican [>eople are pleased with the spec­ 
tacle of a Judge who Is unwilling to 
toady

Hays, assistant secretary 
of agriculture, in view of the many d i­ 
verse suggestions contained In letters 
to the editor <>f the New York Tribune 
recently In regard to the choice of a 
national flower, Is inclined to the opin­ 
ion th at the corn tassel Is the most dis- ( 
tinctively characteristic American plant 
that could ive selected, writes the T rib­ 
une's Washington correspondent. 
"Corn probably suggests Itself as a 
plant." he said recently, “more than its 
tassel appears as a flower. 
It is dis­ 
tinctively American, grows throughout 
the country and has a strong hold u p ­ 
on the people. It Is true th a t the su g ­ 
gestion of the corn tassel as a national 
flower smacks som ew hat of hog and 
hominy and might not appeal to the 
finer sensibilities of the ultra artistic, 
but nevertheless it Is a thing of b e a u ­ 
ty. It strikes me that the plant Itself 
might enter readily Into schemes of 
decoration. 
There is 
nothing 
more 
beautiful than young corn, 
and Its 
graceful blades might be used in many 
Instances. There Is an artist out west 
who has devoted himself almost ex­ 
clusively to the painting of ears of corn 
an*l who has gained a wide reputation 
In this work. The various beauties of 
the plant should make It of artistic 
value.
